Washington, Jan. 6.—Secretary 


Garrison laid before the House Mili- 
tary Affairs committee today his for- 
mal argument in behalf of 
the ad- 


ministration's army plan 
which is 


designed to give the country a defi- 
nite military policy. It proposes the 
creation of a mobile Federal force 
of more than a million men in six 
years, accumulation of a huge re- 
serve of ammunition and equipment 
and elaborate extension of the coast 
defenses, the whole project involv- 
ing an increased expense of $600,- 
000,000 and an annual war depart- 
ment budget thereafter of more than 
$200,000,000 as compared with an 
average of $100,000,000 tor the last 
few years. 


"The integrity of the nation and 
its very existence," the secretary 
said, reading from a lengthy state- 
ment he had prepared, "may depend 
upon what is done in this matter at 
this time. 
This great 
opportunity 


will be lost unless a wise, sensible 
'and practical policy is the result of 
the Consideration and action of this 
Congress." 


Referring to the farspread military 


responsibilities bf the nation, reach- 
ing into

China, Alaska, 
and

Canal Zone, Mr. Garrison added- 


"We have 
determined 
and an- 


nounced that the sovereignty of the 
other republics on this hemisphere 
shall remain inviolable, and must 
therefore at all times stand ready to 
make good our position in this con- 
nection." 


He then quoted figures to show 


the full strength of the 
army 
on 


June 30 last—105,993 officers and 
men of the combatant forces, 
and 


their present distribution. 
To these 


should be added, he said, 1,183 of- 
ficers and 17,818 men of the non- 
combatant 
arms 
of 
the 
service, 


bringing the total number of Fed- 
eral troops 
up 
to 
106,619. He 


pointed out that

tions. 


The United States, including Alas- 


ka, said the Secretary, is of greater 
area than the 
combined

Austro-Hurtgary, Belgium, the Brit- 
ish Isles, Bulgaria, Denmark, Ger- 
many, France, Greece, Italy, Japan, 
Portugal, Russia in Europe, Spain 
and Turkey in Europe, the total of 
these areas representing only 97 per 
cent of that of the United States. 


"It will of necessity," he 
added,

that military force is requisite at all 
that OUT present military force is 
totally inadequate to 
meet our re- 


sponsibilities. 


"The chaos which a crisis always 


produces where preparations in ad- 
vance have not been made, makes 
it certain that 
several 
months of 


necessity would intervene after the 


utbreak of war before any consid- 
rable number of volunteers would 
je ready to take their training, and 
nonths of training must then ensue 
before they could be ready to be sent 
Into battle."

A similar delay would meet the 


'effort to assemble arms, equipment 
and ammunition, Mr. Garrison said, 
and he

plished nothing more, the plan now 
proposed would obviate much of this 
loss of time. 
"There Is a disposition upon the 


part of some", he continued, "to as- 
sume that we are 
facing a crisis. 


The only way to meet any emergen- 
cy is by adopting emergency meas- 
ures. The personnel and material 
needed for military' purposes should 
D-? immediately 
mobilized. Every 


nerve should be strained, and every 
resource drawn upon, and nothing 
overlooked1 necessary to preserve and 
defend us, regardless of cost and of 
other considerations. 


"In my view, the 
occasion calls 


for the adoption of a wise, sensible, 
adequate, military policy, on perma- 
nent lines and for definite ends.

them to report to him their condi- 
tion at the close of business on Fri- 
day, December 31. 


In today's call 
the 
comptroller 


goes further than at any previous 
time to learn if 
money 
is 
being 


loaned by national banks in viola- 
tion of the state usury laws. 
He 


asks for a list of loans by all banks 
during 1915, "upon which interest 
was charged or collected, either in 
the shape of interest, 
discount 
or 


commission, at rates 
which 
would 


amount to 
more than the equiv- 


alent of six percent per annum." 


"Banks are cautioned," says the 


call, "to prepare this statement with 
care and accuracy. When this re- 
port shall have been 
received 
na- 


tional bank examiners will be in- 
structed to verify the reports sub- 
mitted by some banks, and if errors 
or discrepancies should 
be discov- 


ered which may seen to make it nec- 
essary in arde'- to secure accuracy to 
verify the reports submitted by all 
banks, the examiners w ill be given 
instructions accordingly." 


The call also asks bs>nks to state 


whether it is their custom to require 
borrowers to carry 
deposits when 


loans are granted, how much they 
are now loaning to non-depositors 
and how much is loaned and not se- 
cured by collateral. 


The aggregate of amounts which 


borrowers have refused to pay banks 
because of alleged 
usury is asked 


and also the total payments made by 
banks as penalties for usury. 


The call asks for complete infor- 


mation as to the connections of offi- 
cers and directors of 
any bank in 


other banks or trust companies, their 
salaries, liability of payers or en- 
dorser, and guarantors of paper and 
the amount of 
overdrafts 
against 


them.
